Bi-Monthly 
Reading Seen 
OnWater Meter 


By HERMAN HANCOCK. 


Bimonthly reading of water 
meters of retail users of Atlanta 
water and bimonthly collection of 
water bills will be mandatory by 
January 1 if manpower shortages 
due to continued drafting of em- 
ployes and the lure of war jobs do 
not ease perceptibly, Councilman 
James E. Jackson Jr., chairman of 
city council’s water committee, 
has notified his colleagues. 

Approximately 58,500. of the 
65,000 customers of the Atlanta 
waterworks department would 
get bimonthly bills under the 
plan, John Cooper, assistant wa- 
terworks manager, said. Only me- 
ters of industrial and apartment 
house users, estimated at about 
6,500 users, would be read month- 
ly in the future, although all me- 
ters have been read monthly and 
monthly bills have been rendered 
in the past. 

W. Zode Smith, general man- 
ager of waterworks, told commit- 
tee members meeting yesterday in 
the city hall, that more than 40 
turnovers in eight posts of meter 
readers have occurred within the 
past six months, and added, “It is 
almost impossible ‘to keep either 
meter readers or bill deliverers.” 

The department normally has 
six bill deliverers and eight me- 
ter readers, but has been forced 
to operate on skeleton organiza- 
tions for the past several months. 

“We have just about reached 
the end of our rope, and cannot 
continue to give monthly service,” 
Councilman Jackson told commit- 
tee members. “If we institute a 
bimonthly or a quarterly reading 
of meters and delivery of bills we 
probably can continue to give 
some reasonable service, but it 
now appears that we cannot pos- 
sibly keep up with our work if 
we try to continue monthly serv- 
ice. On a bimonthly service we 
also would be in line with utili- 
ties. which are now resorting to 
reading meters and billing users 
every two months.” 

The matter will be considered 
further at subsequent committee 
sessions, and a recommendation 
probably will be ready for coun- 
cil action early in November. 


More Mild Weather 
Seen for Atlanta Today 


Continued mild temperature in 
the morning but cooler weather 
in the afternoon with light to 
moderate showers is today’s pro- 
gram for Atlanta, according to the

tion yesterday. 


“The state of Georgia is at the 
mercy of the United States gov- 
ernment,” Auditor Thrasher said. 
“All our tax receipts will depend 
on what the federal tax collectors 
will leave us.” 

The current fiscal year of the 
State will be almost at an end 
and its expenses accumulated be- 
fore Georgia’s revenue men will 
learn how much income tax will 
be the state’s short-end lot after 
the heavy, increased federal taxes 
have been deducted from the tax- 
payer’s income. The bad news 
will be broken as the boys enter 
the ring for the tenth and final 
round. 

“Gasoline taxes wert off $6,500,- 
000 last year,” Thrasher pointed 
out, “but with the recent addi- 
tional reduction from three to two 
gallons on the gas rationing cou- 
pons, the state faces a loss this 
year of another $4,500,000.” 


Improvement Shown. 


Thrasher’s formal report, .ow- 
ever, showed a total improvement 
of $1,613,416.10 in the three- 
month period ending September 
30. The current cash surplus is 
approximately the same as it was 
June 30—a figure slightly above 
$8,300,000—but the state highway 
contracts against that surplus are 
$761,416 less, the net state fixed 
debt is $801,000 less, and the lease 
contract obligation is $51,000 less. 

Every department of the state 
government, Thrasher said, has 
cut its budget to the bare essen- 
tials and is adhering strictly to 
this slashed budget. 

Highway Surplus. 

The heaviest expenditures today 
are for the schools, which cannot 
be cut, according to the sharp- 
shooters of the budget board. 

“Then,” said Thrasher, “twelve 
thousand inmates in various state 
institutions must be clothed and 
fed.” 

On the pension rolls of Georgia 
are 83,037 persons, including those 
who are without funds in their old 
age, the blind, and the dependent 
children. 

In the highway department’s 
portion of the financial picture, 
Thrasher .added a note to his sum- 
mary of funds in hand.

LONDON, Oct. 13.—(4)—The 
Red army cracked German de- 
fenses in three major break- 
throughs on the long Russian 
front today, sweeping into the 
center of the city of Melitopol and 


to within five miles of Zaporozhe 
in the southern Ukraine, smashing

per, and pounding to “the immedi- 
ate vicinity of Gomel” in White 
Russia, Moscow announced to- 
night. 

Breaking their silence on the 
bitter fighting in the southern 
Ukraine, the Russians said fighting 
was now going on in the center of 
Melitopol after three days of 
fierce fighting broke the German 
defense line to the north and 
south. 

In an advance of five to six 
miles Red soldiers forced the Mo- 
lochna river and captured more 
than 20 German strongpoints. 

Sixty-seven miles to the north 
the Dnieper river bend town of 
Zaporozhe came well within So- 
viet artillery range after four days 
of fighting that broke the German 
defense line. Soviet troops are 
now fighting from five to six miles 
from the town, said the Moscow 
communique, recorded by the So- 
viet monitor. 

More than 30 German strong- 
points fell to the onrushing Soviet 
army and the Germans “are suf- 
fering huge losses in manpower 
and equipment,” the communique 
said. Heavy Russian artillery and 
massed air forces pounded the 
Germans incessantly.

Heinz’ Wish To Nab 
Thief Led to Death 


The desire of Henry C. Heinz, Atlanta banker slain at his 
palatial home, “Rainbow Terrace,” the night of September 
28, personally to capture a burglar who had entered his home 
repeatedly during the previous year led to his death, in the 
opinion of Detective Superintendent J. A. McKibben. 


McKibben said that all 
clues and theories of the banker’s 
slaying had been eliminated by 
exhaustive investigation and a de- 
tailed study of the case. 

“In fact, he had offered a re- 
ward to the two patrolmen reg- 
ularly assigned to his section if 
they would apprehend prowlers 
found on the Heinz estate after 
dark. 

“It has been verified that 
Heinz often expressed a wish 
that some day he could get his 
hands on the burglar.” 

In her statement to police, Mrs. 
Heinz said she saw her husband 
grappling with an intruder. 

The two p2trolmen with whom 
Heinz often had discussed the bur- 
glaries were M. W. Blackwell and 
W. M. Miller, who arrived at the 
Heinz home at 1610 Ponce de 
Leon avenue shortly before the 
banker breathed his last and 
died from a wound inflicted by a 
.38-caliber bullet. '

Dr. Vann yesterday was ‘at his 
home on the grounds of the Heinz 
estate, recuperating from bullet 
wounds which sent him to Emory 
University hospital following the 
gun duel with police the night of 
the slaying. 

Records in the crime report bu- 
reau of the Atlanta police depart- 
ment show the Heinz home was 
burglarized four times in the past 
year, while records of DeKalb 
county police disclose five other 
burglaries. 

McKibben did not reveal 
whether Heinz gave Patrolmen 
Miller and Blackwell a descrip- 
tion of the man he suspected was 
robbing the home. In connection 
with the burglaries, McKibben 
said several of them occurred dur- 
ing the early night, before Mr. 
and Mrs. Heinz retired,

Titanic Blow Termed

Having already largely wiped out Japan’s Wewak, New 
Guinea, air base by destroying some 500 planes there, the 
destruction or damage to 177 planes at Rabaul now gives 
the Allies mastery of the air over the Solomorts sea and ad- 
jacent waters, MacArthur said. 


“It was a crushing and decisive defeat for the enemy at 
a most vital point,” the general said. 
“Almighty God blessed our arms.” 


The announcement ‘today of this staggering punch at 
Rabaul was contained in a communique which also pro- 
claimed complete eradication of organized Japanese resist- 
ance in all the central Solomons and the downing of 21 more 
planes in sky battles over the only Solomons area still in 


The biggest Allied air force ever assembled in.the south- 
west Pacific, employing Liberators, Mitchells and P-38’s,

Italian Co-Belligerency Hailed

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—(#)— 
Washington interpreted the Ba- 
doglio declaration of war against 
Germany today as the start of a 
bandwagon movement that could 
leave the Nazis completely iso- 
lated and internally shaken. 

Nobody expected decisive, di- 
rect military aid, at least not im- 
mediately.

Speaker Rayburri, Democrat, 
Texas—“I am glad to see that the 
liberty-loving people of Italy have 
lined up with the other liberty- 
loving people of the world.” 

Chairman Bloom, Democrat, of 
the House Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee—“I don’t think it changes 
the position with respect to the 
arrangement between the United 
Nations and Italy which already 
is in existence... The language 
used by the King and Badoglio 
emplmsizes the character of the 
Nazis and shows that all decent 
peoples must unite in crushing 
them.”

Medical Standards 


We are witnessing, now that the war has 
brought on a critical shortage of doctors, the 
inevitable attempt to break down medical 
standards and to produce a lot of “quickie” 
doctors. 

Hospitals are being asked, all over the 
nation, to lower their standards and admit 
unqualified students to minister to patients 
simply on the basis that there is a shortage 
and an acute need of doctors. 

The need is critical and alarming. 

But not so alarming as the prospect of sick 
and injured persons being turned over to an 
inadequately trained, half-educated person 
with a medical diploma and license. A medical 
diploma and license are accepted by the people 
of the nation simply because they have in- 
tegrity. 

Any medical school which relaxed its stand- 
ards would be doing the nation a disservice. 
Better a shortage, no matter how acute, than 
a plenty of doctors turned out under relaxed 
standards. 

Emory, Tulane, Vanderbilt, Virginia and 
other of the south’s splendid medieal schools, 
properly have said.they would rather teach 25 
men as they should be taught than to turn out 
250 or 300 without adequate preparation. 

The integrity of a medical license and 
diploma must not be damaged. 

There is, along with the demands that the 
war shortage of doctors makes it necessary 
to reduce standards, a lot of sentimental talk 
about “too much training” and kind words for 
the old family horse and buggy doctor. By 
all means let us speak kindly of him. He 
deserves it. He was a noble, courageous man 
who did a fine job with what had been taught 
him and with what he learned. All honor to 
his name. 

But he would be lost in the practice of today 
with its amazing drug and surgical discoveries 
and the equally astounding work which must 
be done in modern laboratories and hospitals. 
He had his day, and he met the demands. From 
his place in Valhalla he applauds the advances 
of his profession. 

Today we must have no relaxation of stand- 
ards in schools or hospitals. 


In the middle of a speech, Churchill takes 
an hour off for lunch—probably a new record 
for keeping an audience under the ether. 


Duluth’s Hospital 

Surely all Georgia must be proud of Duluth, 
Georgia. This town, and its 700 persons, were 
so energetic in health work in their community 
that by their own work and the aid of A. R. 
Glancy, General Motors official who was at- 
tracted by their enterprise, they have bought 
land and obtained materials to build a $25,000 
steel and concrete hospital with 17 beds, 10 
for white persons and seven for Negroes. The 
death of a little boy at Christmas time in 1940 
inspired the community to go to work. Surely 
this new hospital is one of the best of all 
Christmas stories that man has made.

WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 


SIBERIAN AIR BASES. WASHINGTON,’ Oct. 13.—It 1s 
rather difficult to understand why 


any member of the special senate globe-girdling committee should 
seek to raise an issue at this time over the question of our obtain- 
ing Siberian air bases from Russia for use against Japan. 
weer The whole subject seems patently out of 
place at the current stage of things. Nothing 
is ‘to be gained by a public discussion of the 
question. On the other hand, we run the risk 
of further antagonizing one of our principal 
Allies by the implied criticism that is con- 
tained in such a discussion. 


Although the statement seems obviously far- 
fetched, Senator Lodge, of Massachusetts, a 
member of the special senate committee, has 
been quoted as telling his colleagues that a 
million American lives could be saved in the 
war with Japan if Russia would give us access 

to Siberian air bases. 
The Lodge statement is supposed to have 
been based on conversations members of the 
special senate committee had with General MacArthur in Aus- 
tralia. Another member of the committee challenges the figure 
used, claiming that the South Pacific commander stated simply that 
the Siberian bases would save us tens of thousands of casualties— 

not a million, as represented. 

That is neither here nor there. The thing of it is that the Lodge 
statement tends to create the impression (1) that Stalin has denied 
us the use of the bases, and (2) all that is needed to correct the 
situation is a nod of Stalin’s head. 

As to the first proposition, no one outside of President Roose- 
velt, Prime Minister Churchill and a very few other high Allied 
officials are in position to speak on that. We may or may not have 
commitments from Stalin for the use of the bases at the proper 
time. Certainly, if we have secured such commitments, it would 
be folly to tip the Japs off by publicly announcing it. 


WISE MILITARY COURSE And assuming that we haven’t 

got the commitments, even if 
Stalin came forward with an offer to turn everything over to us 
in Siberia immediately, a wise military course, it seems, would 
dictate that we refuse the offer at the moment. 

That certainly would have been our decision a year ago, and 
the situation hasn’t changed sufficiently since then to alter the 
controlling factors. 

From the standpoint of ultimate victory over the Axis, the most 
important aim of the Allies has been to keep Russia in the war. 
There was a time when grave doubts were felt over the ability of 
the Russians to stand up until we could marshal our forces. For 
Russia to have been knocked out of the war would have prolonged 
the conflict indefinitely. Indeed, there would have been a question 
of whether the United States and Britain alone could have hoped 
for anything better than a stalemate against a Germany with the 
total resources of Europe behind her. 

It does not take a military expert to see where, under those 
circumstances, it would have been the height of stupidity to do any- 
thing to further complicate Russia’s position. 

And yet that is precisely what is involved in all the talk about 
Siberian bases. Any move on the part of Moscow toward turning 
the bases over to us, of course, would force a declaration of war 
immediately by Japan on Russia. 

The Japs are so fearful of the situation as it is that they have 
maintained one of their greatest armies along the Siberian border 
from the very beginning. Any gesture on our part toward develop- 
ing bases in that area would force the Japs to act without delay. 
They would not wait until the bases were established and equipped 
with a large defending force. It is reasonable to suppose that they 
are keeping the closest kind of a watch on the situation there. 

But the most important thing is that we want to maintain the 
status quo between Russia and Japan. Russia has enough on her 
ge fighting the Germans off without inviting further hostilities 
in the rear. 


HITLER’S GREATEST MISTAKE The greatest mistake Hit- 

ler made in connection 
with the Pacific war was in not having Japan move against Russia 
from Siberia, instead of striking the treacherous blow against us 
at Pearl Harbor. The whole complexién of the war might have 
been changed if he had, We would not have been drawn in, at 
least at that stage of everything, and between Germany and Japan 
the Russians might have been knocked out. 

For us now to be insisting on Siberian bases would be to correct 
an error of strategy Hitler made in the beginning. We should 
want to do nothing to make Russia’s task more difficult until we 
have beaten the Germans down. 

Once Germany is defeated, and we are able to turn our full 
attention on the barbaric little Japs, it will be time enough to talk 
about Siberian bases. And if competent Washington observers are 
any judges of the situation, a lot of people who now are doing 
the talking will be made to look ridiculous. 

In other words, there isn’t much doubt in informed Washington 
circles that at the proper time it will be revealed that we have had 
all of the necessary commitments from Stalin from the beginning. 
The Russians don’t like the Japs any better than we do. But when 
a man is being mauled by one powerful enemy in the front he 
doesn't gratuitously pick a fight with another enemy at his rear.

I was reared in those ancient 
days known as the “gay nine- 
ties,’ but also a period when the 
custom was that “children should 
be seen and not heard” and if 
neard—‘to spare the rod was to 
spoil the child.”

and Mary to follow freely their 
own impulses—and then Freud 
frightened the world with his 
“suppressions” and “complexes.”

The “funny” papers and “our 
gang comedies,” the radio blar- 
ing jazz and wisecracks suitable 
merely to minds of morons, serve 
to instill the principles of the im- 
pertinent “smart Aleck” who out- 
wits his teachers and parents. 
And today these parents are too 
busy attending meetings, putting 
on “drives” to collect money, run- 
ning canteens and_ entertaining 
soldiers in town, or working for 
high salaries in war jobs—just 
anything to keep away from 
home and from doing the job of 
teaching their children courtesy, 
respect for others, self-control 
and honorable principles. 

No wonder no one wants the 
little hellions, whose only thought 
is noise and destruction! And 
they are all of a mold. 

No teacher dares correct one at 
school, so they form “gangs” that 
roam at will and commit offenses 
unheard of two generations ago. 

But the parents all think their 
own children are paragons of per- 
fection. I know, because I have 
talked to hundreds of them seek- 
ing wearily to find a place to 
move—for they must constantly 
move, 


However, I remain one who be- 


lieves that grown people really 
are enttiled to a peaceful place 
to live—those without the per- 
petual noise-makers—children and 
dogs. 

So, if parents want decent 
places for their children to live, 
they should own their own 
homes or teach their offspring to 
remember the rights and privi- 
lges of others beside themselves.

“SOCIALIZED” MEDICINE. 
Editor Constitution: It seems 
that the greatest objection to 
socialized medicine is that people 
will not get: the doctor of their 
choice when sick. Many income- 
taxpayers are able to employ any 
doctor they please, but at least 
80 or 85 per cent of our unfor- 
tunates, alas! have practically no 
money, and have to take any doc- 
tor they can get. Many are almost 
or quite as hopeless as the “sub- 
merged tenth.” Consider this 
county (Taliaferro). It is perhaps 
typical and is of about 7,000 popu- 


lation. When I graduated there 
were at least seven local doctors; 
now there are two, each having to 
look after 3,500 persons. Many of 
our penniless people get almost or 
entirely no attention. What more 
does it mean? Doctors have to do 
much charity practice; so they 
become discouraged and partially 
quit, I know, because that was 
my experience in general practice. 
The situation is alarming. What 
southeastern incentive is there, 
generally, to attend medical col- 
lege? This is no reflection on 
southeastern honesty. If something 
isn't done, the moneyless people 
here will be neglected to a great 
extent, and many of our worthy, 
impecunious white people and a 
very large proportion of our unfor- 
tunate colored people will die 
wholesale. Naturally, most of us 
are undernourished, and that’s 
partly why so many are rejected 
for the war. Undernourishment 
means susceptibility to disease. 
Please give us socialized medi- 
cine pronto! DR. H. F. WHITE.

Then he approved, as a service to 
labor, the exposure of union 
rackets and those of Muscovite, or 
Communist, inspiration but said 
that if he, meaning me, “should 
turn his hand to exposing anti- 
social policies and practices in 
business, we should be more con- 
vinced of his sincerity.” 

Before answering these sugges- 
tions as earnestly as I can, I 
should like to say that the mat- 
ter of my sincerity is not really 
pertinent. I think I am sincere 
in my abhorrence of rackets and 
my detestation of the Communists 
and their methods, but the allega- 
tions themselves, and not the in- 
ner mind or heart of the person 
who presents them or his motive 
for doing so, should be the sole 
consideration. When a prosecut- 
ing attorney presents a _ case 
against an accused person, do we 
try to examine nis conscience? 
And do we demand that he divide 
his energies and his time, divert- 
ing himself from the case in hand, 
to praise some member of the de- 
fendant’s family, or that he break 


off and build a case against some 
business rival of the accused, by 
way of:proving that he is sincere? 
Father Shortell is not the first 
one who has presented these 
thoughts but that a Jesuit should 
utter them to members of a union 
gives me concern, whereas I ig- 
nore them for obvious reasons 
when they come from professional 
unioneers. I went to school to the 
Jesuits and respect them. . 


Painful 
Fall Shortell reminds me 
of a conversation I 
had with another priest some 
months ago. This priest said that 
one reason why the Catholic clergy 
rarely eulogized the dead at their 
funerals, but only prayed for the 
repose of their souls, was that 
eulogy instantly challenges those 
present to unpleasant and possibly 
true recollections in refutation. 

1 did permit myself to believe 
that the garment workers’ and 
teamsters’ unions were fine organi- 
zations led by idealistic men, Da- 
vid Dubinsky and Daniel Tobin, 
respectivelw I inched out on a 
limb and had a very painful fall 
as I became better acquainted 
with the ethics and practices of 
the men, themselves, and the 
methods of their unions. I felt 
that I had played the fool in try- 
ing to be fair and had been a bad 
reporter. These men are not dem- 
ocratic in our popular understand- 
ing of the word. Dubinsky uses 
his power to try to regulate the 
politics of his subjects and Tobin, 
one of the money-aristocrats of 
unionism, knowingly sat in the 
highest council of the AFL with 
a notorious racketeer, refraining 
from protest lest he provoke po- 
litical reprisals within the organi- 
zation. He also tried “to debar his 
subjects from recourse to the pub- 
lic courts and denounced anyone 
who would go to court for legal 
relief from the oppression of a 
boss-unioneer as a form of life 
lower than the scab who has no 
more rights than a Jew in Ger- 
many. 


When he speaks of 
good unions, Father 


° I simply do not know 
nie of any union which I 
could honestly praise 
aco as good, although I 
readily admit that I do not know 
all about all of them. But not one 
of the many that I do know about 
can I indorse if only because they 
all believe in coercion and force 
and are subject to no restraining 
laws. If Father Shortell can name 
one which can stand inspection, I 
wish he would. 

As to antisocial policies and 
practices in business the answer is 
that I think these are pretty well 
covered by legal forbiddance and 
the study of union practices is a 
full-time job for any man who 
tries it. However, there are many 
good reporters who are welcome 
to this other field and, if all the 
rest are content to let it alone, 
why pick on me? I think business 
is almost helpless these days and 
certainly well in hand, whereas 
unionism is dangerous, disorderly, 
irresponsible and running wild, to 
the great peril of us all.

PRESIDENTIAL ELECTIONS IN WARTIME From Cor. 

pora A 
Hinchy, Headquarters Company, 709th Tank Battalion, at a near-by 
camp, comes a letter with three questions: 

“There are several of us here that find ourselves a little rusty 
on civics, so we want you to settle a little argu- 
ment we've got. There are three questions we 
want answered. They are: 

“1—-Can there be a national election for 
President during wartime? 

“2—If there can be an election for President, 
can a soldier cast a vote? 

“3—If there is a national election and Presi- 
dent Roosevelt happened to be beaten, would 
his successful opponent take office on January 
1, 1945, and immediately become commander 
in chief of the Army and Navy, thereby rele- 
gating Mr. Roosevelt to the rank of citizen?” 

Corporal, let me say first that you and your 
friends have a number of persons keeping you 
company. It is surprising how many persons 
have got an idea there can’t be an election 
during wartime. 

I think it grew out of the foolish statements 
made by the Liberty, Leaguers some years ago. Their jowls quivered 
as they solemnly said, and wrote: “If that man (Roosevelt) is 
elected to a third term, there will never be another election in 
America.” 

Gerald Smith and Father Coughlan, who doesn’t represent the 
clergy because he obviously isn’t interested in the church or re 
ligion, helped in spreading the same doctrine. 

Somehow a few people, with not much time to read newspapers, 
got just a fragment of it and so it is about once a month that we 
get a telephone call or a letter from some person in an argument 
about whether or not we can have an election. 

The answer is, of course, an emphatic “yes.” 


WE MUST It is not merely that we can have one, we MUST 

have one. The Constitution of the United States 

requires it. The English, with a more flexible system of parlia- 

romgese government, can, and have, suspended elections during 
e@ war. 

I personally regret we must have a campaign at this period of 
the war, but I would not for a moment propose we not have one. 
We will have an election and we will survive it. 

It is again my opinion that the war would suffer for at least 
a period of months while a new administration was being set up, 
but we would survive that, too. So while I, believing this admin- 
istration has done the finest war job in our history, hope there 
won't be a change in commanders in chief, know we will survive 
it if it comes. 

But, to leave that for a moment and get back to your questions: 

There will be a soldier vote cast. Congress made this possible. 
Your company commanders will receive the information when it is 
sent out. Congress did this because in the first World War the 
politicians at home managed to put over a few laws which the 
soldiers opposed. They did it when more than 2,000,000 of them 
were out of the country and in camps and not able to vote. 

You can vote in this next one. 

As to number three, if Mr. Roosevelt is defeated he will leave 
office on January 20, 1945. The inauguration date used to be in 
March but it was changed by act of congress in June, 1934. It was a 
wise change, getting rid of a lot of defeated congressmen who used 
to hang around until March and vent their anger at being defeated 
in every way they could. They were called “lame ducks.” 


So much for the questions. 

“THE EASY CHAIR” I was reading something the other 

night, corporal, which struck me as 
fine. It was the “Easy Chair” department in Harper’s Magazine 
(October issue). It was by Bernard Devoto, a fine American and 
a splendid historian and student of American history. Out of his 
article | want to take a few paragraphs.

It has administered the war incomparably better than any 
war government in America before. It has done far more and it has 
done it more effectively. ...

l have voted for the New Deal three times and tranquilly look 
forward to voting for it again. I have agreed with perhaps 98 
per cent of its foreign policies, perhaps 75 per cent of its domestic 
objectives, perhaps 60 percent of its measures, and perhaps 40 
per cent of its thinking. That must put me pretty close to the 
median line; the great bulk of its support must be drawn from 
people who feel approximately as I do. 

“As a New Dealer, I remember that what has wrecked most 
liberal administrations is not fiscal ineptness, as the editorials 
claim, but arbitrary action motivated by the highest idealism. As 
a New Dealer I am scared by a feeling which some of my fellows 
have that we must not criticize our side lest we give strength to 
the opposition, and I'm scared by an apparent tendency of my gov- 
ernment to despise public opinion on behalf of the public good.” 

He goes on, corporal, to discuss the aftermath of the election 
in 1864. We had a civil war on then, or as we call it down here, 
Still, we had a bitter, hard-fought elec- 
tion, which Lincoln won. Then the northern radicals got in power 
when Lincoln was killed and prevented any discussion. They natu- 
rally attracted a lot of well-meaning people and there followed the 
reconstruction “peace” which left wounds as yet unhealed. This 
time we don’t want a few men about the commander in chief saying 
we should not talk about the peace plans. I am glad you and your 
friends are interested. We must all be interested.

No Man Favors Press Censor- 
ship If He Has Nothing to Hide 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


No reporter can reach the battle front without permission from 
Washington, and no reporter at the front can send reports until 
they are approved by military censors. The need of this precaution 
is obvious. Without it, the disloyal and foolish could be of great 
service to the enemy. 

Here at home a few publications have invited censorship. A 

few, notably the ones published by purse-proud and pathological 
egoists, have recklessly abused their freedom. A few have revealed 
military secrets, and thus brought death to boys who might have 
lived. 
But 99 per cent of the newspapers have been not only loyal, 
but prudent. They have printed what news they could get, but 
have not gone over the heads of officials. They have suppressed 
news that might have helped the enemy. 

Yet in Washington, and elsewhere, there are officials who still 
yearn for some way to silence the press. 

Their reason for desiring censorship is personal. They forget 
they are hired hands and servants of the people and therefore justly 
subject to criticism for their official acts. Their reaction to criti- 
cism is like that of a private citizen when another calls him a lar, 
If he is big enough and brave enough, he answers with a right to 
the jaw. The official, unable to whip all editors and reporters, 
would use the law as a club to silence or punish them. 

He is not motivated by patriotism or anxiety for the nation’s 
welfare. He wishes to gag the press because it criticizes him or 
exposes his blunders. And that has been true for hundreds of 
years, ever since the first printed sheet exposed the faults of those 
in power. 

Nobody likes to be criticized. All would hide their mistakes 
and follies if they could. But an alert and free press is the public's 
only protection against incompetence, venality, corruption and ty- 
ranny. Given the protection of censorship, the gang that flourished 
during Harding’s regime would have stolen everything in Washing- 
ton. They did rather well as it was, 

It isn’t by mere coincidence that every dictator begins his reign 
by silencing the honest press. People must be tricked into slavery, 
and it can't be done while the press is free to tell them the truth, 
The highest tribute to light is that evil things prefer darkness.

Hits Pay Policy 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—(4) 
After checking on the govern- 
ment’s hiring and pay policies, a 
house committee concluded today 
that the federal pay roll is inflated 
by millions of dollars and blamed 
a “lack of an over-all, centralized 


authority with powers of manage- 
ment control.” 

“Until this situation is correct- 
ed the taxpayer can expect a con- 
tinuance of needless hiring and 
duplication of effort,” the Civil 
Service Committee headed by 
Representative Ramspeck, Demo- 
crat, Georgia, reported to the 
house. 

President Roosevelt cannot cor- 
rect the situation, the committee 
added, saying “it is too obvious 
to state that the Chief Executive 
lacks the time to give to general 
management. It simply would be 
humanly impossible even in peace- 
time. Improper management, 
therefore, cannot be laid at the 
doorstep of the Chief Executive.” 

The committee, which is con- 
tinuing its investigation, singled 
out for particular criticism: 

1. “Inexperienced youngsters” 
in some top personnel jobs. Lack- 
ing both “experience and tact,” 
it said, they “constitute a real bot- 
tleneck” to the government’s war 
effort.

New Method of Using Cadaver Tissue 
For Bridging Severed Nerves Revealed 


CHICAGO, Oct. 13.—(4)—A 
method of using tissue from 
cadavers to bridge severed nerves 
and restore their functions was 
described today by three physi- 
cians.

NEW YORK CITY, Tuesday.—I read with 
interest this morning Mr. Sloane’s statement 
that one of our chief objectives at the present 
time should be the planning of postwar jobs, 


My impressions from reading a number of remarks that have 
been made on the need for government economy, even on the part 
of our war agencies in preference to further taxation, is that in 
some quarters we begin to think the war is won. 
It seems to me that suddenly a number of people have lost the 
realization that, unless we win this war and win it as soon as 
possible, we have wasted not only immense sums of money, but 
what is impossible to gauge in terms of money, human lives. 

I do not like taxation any more than other people.

ChancellorSanford Tells How Colleges' China Oka ys 


Of Georgia Adapt Facilities to War) 


Simple statistics on how patriot- 
ically Georgia’s senior colleges 
have gone to war were illustrat- 
ed to the State Board of Regents 
yesterday by Chancellor S. V. 
Sanford, of the University System. 

Total enrollment in Georgia’s 
seven senior colleges today—in the 
fast-dwindling group of youngsters 
not in the armed forces—is just 
a few hundred more than the en- 
rollment was at the University of 
Georgia alone, just before Pearl 
Harbor. 

Students classed as “regular en- 
rollment — non-military” number 
4,796 today, while the university’s 
enrollment before Pearl Harbor 
was approximately 4,000. 

Of the 1,538 non-military  stu- 
dents at the university today, 1,- 
110 are girls. The others are boys 
too young for military service or 
boys who have been rejected. 

The entire State University Sys- 
tem enrollment of civilian pupils 
today is more than 3,600 less than 
it was a year ago, even though the 
United States was in the war that 
year, 

Take Up Slack. 


But where the civilian enroll- 
ment has dropped off so sharply, 
the Army, the Navy and the Ma- 
rines have stepped in to take up) 
the slack. 

“Our total enrollment of 6,496 
nonmilitary students in the senior
